to the shipping trust. He charged 
that the president had fallen "under 
the influence" of -Chairman Lasker 
rot the shipryng board. 


"When Lasker pulls the string," 


he said, "the president jumps."

Joint Highway Committee 


To Propose Drastic 


Auto Tax Plan 


Decisions of wide importance in 


highway legislation to be proposed 
to the present se.ssion were madevby 
the joint highway'committee of the 
Wisconsin lesrislature at its'meeting 
last night. 


A. R. Hirst, state highway engi- 


neer, after presenting1 a tentative 
bill as directed by the committee, 
calling for a graduated Weight sur- 
tax, was asked again to change its 
provisions slightly in order to set a 
flat rate on automobiles between 
certain small steps in weight, rather 
than by a direct 100 pound basis 
This will mean hut slight, change in 
the. general schedule. 


In order to realize larger returns 


from motor busses which farmers 
declare are tearing up Wisconsin's 
roads, the committee decided to as- 
sess these carriers at double the li- 
cense fee on trucks of the 
same 


weight, making- the maximum fee 
$352 per car. 


Decision was reached to srive au- 


tomobiles from 'other states a 10 
day privilege period in Wisconsin, 
and if they stayed longer to tax 
them $1 for the first 30 days, and 
require a regular motor car tax af- 
ter 30 days had expired. 


A flat rate of $5 for motorcycles 


without side cars and of $8 for 
motor cycles with side 
cars was 


agreed upon by the committee. At 
present these machines pay $2. 


Federal aid for highway construc- 


tion to the_ extent of $1,500,000 will 
be made immediately available by 
'a bill recommended today through 
the joint highway committee of the 
legislature. 
This will enable 
the 


highway commission to proceed ai 
0-nca with its plans for the present j 
year, if the bill is passed. 
j 


Under its provisions $711,000 of | 


highway money now lying in the 
general fund out of use, will be ap- 
propriated to the commission for 
road building in addition to $7S8,- 
000 which is. appropriated from the 
general fund in anticipation of ex- 
cess highway funds after ail expen- 
dituies legally allowed from licence 
fees on automobiles, are made.

recognized the defects in our American 
judicial and court system. The editorial 
printed on this page today .suggests 
remedies that can be applied f.o simplify 
and speed up the administration of'jus- 
tice in this country.

Plan to Eliminate Buncombe from Our Courts 


(Reprinted from The St. Louis Star, December 


3, 1922) 


American law—our entire court system—is 


founded upon tho English common law. 


In England, tho English common law (of pro- 


cedure) has 'been abolished. 


There arc over 3,000 judges in tho United 


States. 


There arc only twenty-three judges in all of 


England and Wales. 


In the past two years, American lawyers and 


jurists o£ the highest rank have been inquiring 
into the" reasons why English courts rank so 
far ahead' of our in the administration of jus- 
tier. 
Neither Joseph H. Choafce, who made in- 


quiry in 1020, nor Chief Justice Taft, who re- 
cently returned from England, has succeeded in 
making- the 
difference plain to the American 


people. The fundamental, far-reaching nature 
of the English reforms has not been stressed. 


However, the matter is coming before tho 


people of this country in' a message they can 
understand. A book is just off the press, en- 
titled "The Law and Its Sorrows," written by a 
former Michigan lawyer now living in Florida, 
J. Hannibal Clancey, which will sink indelibly 
into the mind of every man who reads it. 
It 


-says all that Chief Justice Taft might have said 
-^-ia fact, all there is to say on the side of ju- 
dicial reform. 


Mr. Clancey has written for the people at 


large, r.ot for the members of his own profes- 
sion. Ho docs not expect most lawyers to co- 
operate- in real reform, for he points out that 
tho present English system was forced onto tho 
judges and lawyers, and that the father of Eng- 
lish law reform, Jeremy Bentham, died at the 
age of 84 without seeing one of his suggestions 
adopted, although they arc the basis of English 


law today. It is appropriate,.t:hat Mr. Clancey's 
book should be sponsored by "The<Bentham In- 
stitute," its name indicating a purpose to work 
in an organised- way for what is advocated. 
In- 


asmuch as this question ^if law reform was one 
of the most vital subjects before the English 
Government from 1828 to 1875, when the Act o£ 
Judicature was passed, the extent of its prob- 
able debate in America"may be appreciated. 'It 
is generally conceded that the ftmericah judicial 
'system is worse today- than the.English system 
was in 1828. It can 'bo made better than the 
English system is today. 
The subject, there- 


fore, is 'both big and vital. 


It should be understood, first, -what was ac- 


complished by the 1875 Act of Judicature. 
Mr. 


Clancey enumerates its provisions as follows: 


1. It abolished the Common Law (of proced- 


ure). 


12-. 
It abolished all difference 'between Law 


and Equity.

8. It abolished all technical objections. 
4. It abolished forms of actions,

It created the Originating Summons,

and puts procedural matter in the hands of a

0. It consolidated fifteen varieties of courts. 
When one thinks of the average American- 


lawsuit, he thinks pretty largely of the very 
things that lhavo been abolished- in. Engiand. 
W'hat is left when all these are abolished? Noth- 
ing -but justice. 


Over half of the.work of the American courts 


|R taken up with proceedings which have been 
abolished in England. Over half of our law- 


suits are decided on points-of procedure that 
have been abolished in England. Three-fourths 
of the feCjE of our lawyers are based on. work 
that has 'been, abolished in England. 


"Pleadings," says Clancey., "are.but, childish, 


senseless quibbling; not one honest word can be 
said in their defense." . A client with a bad case 
and a good laVyer can win over anybody with 
a good case and a poor lawyer, because if eith- 
.er lawyer makes a technical' error in the Plead- 
ings, his case is thrown out of.court without 
reference to justice. It is the poor lawyer who 
makes the blunder. 


In place of the. Pleadings Mr. Clancey would 


have the Originating: Summons, a simple state- 


( ment of the issue between two parties to a law- 


suit, made by a court "master" with the intent 
of avoiding error. 


- Under the system of Pleadings, 
n lawyer 


takes, a sentence of fifty words and contorts it 
into an allegation 20,000 words long, in which 
the same thing is stated a dozen different ways. 
If he fails to put down the right word at; the 
right time, out he goes'through the window. A 
case is cited from Michigan, in which five chil- 
dren were disinherited through a forged will. 
The case was dismissed- 'because the lawyer, in 
his Pleadings, did not make "an averment that 
the complainants,are harmed." The children had 
been reduced to beggary, the forgery was set 
forth, they were asking for relief, but the judge, 
supported by the supreme court, could not pre- 
sume that their beggary had harmed them, un- 
less at a particular place in the Pleadings that 
was "as-erred." That was not extraordinary; 
it is typical of American justice. Here is the • 
result of the system, as stated by Mr. Clancey: 


In the first three months of 1910 an e~x- 


act count was made and there was a total of 


5,927 cases tried in the high courts -of the 
United States, in which 22,986 points were 
discussed, -of which 12,259, or 54 per cent 
were points of practice and procedure hav- 
ing nothing -to do with the merits of the 
cage. 
These points of practice and procedure repre- 


sent a game played between lawyers, with the 
judge as umpire, in which the clients pay the 
bills. The litigant, with a just claim must win 
the game, through his lawyer beating the 'oth- 
er lawyer, before the right or wrong of his case 
can be passed upon. 
If his lawyer, loses the 


game with'the other lawyer, the client is regret- 
fully told that lie can't get justice. 


The Originating Summons would do away 


with all of this common law buncombe. Two 
litigants, or their lawyers, -would go 'before a 
"master," state their cases dir-ecKy to him, and 
the "master" would write out a statement of the 
issue for the guidance of the judge. ' He would 
do all the work that is done by lawyers in their 
huge and rounda'bout Pleadings, and he would 
do it in the interest of justice, not to give one 
side an advantage. 


What argument can be cited against this sys- 


tem? 
Mr. Clancey says that if it were-adopt- 


ed, and if appeals were simplified and techni- 
calities thrown out, three-fourths of the work 
of the lawyers- would disappear. 
On this ac- 


count He doubts whether lawyers will support 
tho reform, although its success in England puts 
it beyond conjecture or experiment. 
- 


Chief Justice Taft indorses the reforms, but 


insists that the courts should have sole power 
to put them into effect. 
So Mr. Clancey cites 


case after case to show that the worst condi- 
tions exist where courts do have that power. In 
New Jersey, Gov.

C., explaining the amendment and its effccts:- 


"If the income from farm loan bonds is made 


subject to taxation it will destroy the market 
for farm loan bonds and will increase the inter- 
est rate on the bonds by at least one pel- rent. 
This will necessitate the same increase in the 
interest charged the borrower. The farmer will 
receive no compensating reduction in his taxes. 


"The bulk of the farmer's tax is a direct tax- 


on his land. This amendment does not make 
these securities subject to" direct taxation and 
to tax their income cannot reclucr the farmer's 
tax. 
The state income tax to be derived on, 


these .securities benefits only the states where 
the bonds arc held, and not the states where 
the money is loaned. 
Thus the agricultural 


states will be taxed by increase interest to fur- 
nish revenue for the Eastern states where, the 
most of these bonds are held. 


"The 
movement 
for 
this 
constittuional 


amendment- was started by the American Farm 
Mortgage Bankers Association after they had 
failed to prevent the enactment of the Federal 
Farm Loan. Act. There has gathered to the sup- 
port of the movement The American Gas asso- 
ciation, The American Electric Railway Asso- 
ciation and The National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation. These and other railroad and industrial 
interests are competitor? of The Federal Land 
Banks in the money market, which they had to 
themselves until the advent of the Federal Farm 
Loan System. 


"The farm mortgage bankers arc brokers and 


not investors in farm 'mortgages. 
They loan 


money at high rates of interest and charged 
cxhorbitant commissions. 
They then sold '.he 


mortgages to the rca! investors. The principal 
investors in'farm mortgages are the great nut- 
ual life insurance companies, the mutual saving 
banks and the eleemosynary institutions. These 
classes of investors hold over two and a half 
billion dollars of farm mortgages. 
All of these 


mortgages arc tax exempt, and this exemption, 
being due to the character of the holder, will 
not be affected by this amendment. 


"The Federal Farm Loan System has loaned 


nearly a billion dollars on the amortization plan 
at reasonable interest and without commissions. 
The sood it, is doing is not confined to tho far- 
mers who borrow from it, The competition of 
The Federal Farm Loan 
.System 
has forced 


down interest rates and commissions charged 
'by the farm mortgage bankers. Handling- tax 
exempt money, they have been able to meet the 
competition when they desired to do so. 
The 


terms they offer never have been and never will 
be better than forced by- competition with The 
Farm Loan System. 


"To make the income of Federal Farm Loan 


bonds subject to .state taxation wil! not only in- 
crease the interest charges of The Federal Land 
Banks, but will enable the farm mortgage'bank- 
ers to kill off the Farm Loan System. Handling 
the tax exempt money of life insurance compa- 
nies, mutual saving banks and eleemosynary in- 
stitutions, they can reduce rates on loans to less 
than the Federal Land Banks will be required 
to pay on taxable 'bonds. 


When The Federal Land Bank has been driv- 


en from the field as a competitor, they can re- 
turn to their former practice of short 
loans,
